Amendment to and Addition of Various Budget Bill tems and Reimbursements, Support,
Local Assistance, and Capital Outlay, Various Departments within the Natural Resources
Agency

This proposal includes requests for various adjustments to continue implementation of
previously authorized programs and projects. A comprehensive list of the requested
adjustments is attached (see Attachment 1).

Natural Resources Agency, Digital Migration Technical Adjustments—It is requested that
the following items be amended to shift funding that was proposed in the Governor’s Budget for
various departments to the Natural Resources Agency to support digitization of paper records to
create efficiencies by engaging in a single vendor contract.

Increase Item 0540-001-0001 by $1,005,000

Increase Item 0540-001-0140 by $454,000 and reimbursements by $2,388,000
Decrease Item 3540-001-0001 by $99,000

Decrease Item 3560-001-0001 by $906,000

Decrease Item 3600-001-0140 by $29,000

Decrease Item 3720-001-0140 by $425,000

Natural Resources Agency, California River Recreation, Creek, and Waterway
Improvements (Prop 68)—It is requested that Item 0540-101-6088 be increased by
$1,240,000 to support projects on Los Gatos Creek and Upper Guadalupe River, Russian River,
Clear Lake, and Los Angeles River in the City of Glendale. The Agency has determined that the
full 5 percent program delivery allowance is not needed and those funds may be used to
support grants.

Natural Resources Agency, Reappropriations—It is requested that Item 0540-490 be added
to reappropriate funds from various local assistance appropriations from prior years with funding
available for encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2022 (see Attachment 2). A number of
programs have been delayed for various reasons including extended contracting processes.
The reappropriations will provide additional time for these projects to be completed.
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Natural Resources Agency and California Tahoe Conservancy, Joint Lake Tahoe Science
and Water Quality Program Manager Net-Zero Position Shift—It is requested that

Item 0540-001-1018 be increased by $99,000 and 1 position, Item 3125-001-0140 be amended
by decreasing reimbursements by $99,000 and 0.5 position, and Item 3125-001-1018 be
decreased by $99,000 and 0.5 position. These actions are requested to shift the Joint Lake
Tahoe Science and Water Quality Program Manager position that was proposed for the
California Tahoe Conservancy in the Governor’'s Budget to the Agency in recognition of the
state-level activities that the position will be focused on as well as the fact that the position will
report directly to the Secretary of the Agency.

California Tahoe Conservancy, Proposition 68 Strategic Plan Implementation Spring
Adjustments—It is requested that Item 3125-001-6088 be increased by $1,098,000 to enable
the California Tahoe Conservancy to accelerate implementation of its Proposition 68 programs,
provide enhanced technical assistance to support its pending local assistance grant cycle, and
facilitate increased alignment between the proposed activities and its strategic plan, which was
recently finalized. This request builds on the funding and positions that were proposed in the
Governor’s Budget for the California Tahoe Conservancy related to implementation of its
Proposition 68 programs and projects.

California Tahoe Conservancy, Multibenefit Ecosystem and Watershed Protection and
Restoration Projects, Proposition 1 Reversion and New Appropriation—It is requested that
Item 3125-101-6083 be added in the amount of $1,039,000 with provisional language to make
the funds available for encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2022 (see Attachment 3).

It is further requested that Item 3125-495 be added to revert $1,039,000 in unexpended
Proposition 1 funds (see Attachment 4). This request will enable the Conservancy to provide
local assistance grants to support multibenefit ecosystem and watershed protection and
restoration projects in the Lake Tahoe Basin.

California Conservation Corps, Active Transportation Program Provisional Language
Technical Correction—It is requested that Item 3340-001-0318 be amended to extend the
encumbrance and liquidation periods by one year, from June 30, 2024 to June 30, 2025, for
$4 million proposed for the California Conservation Corps for active transportation projects
(see Attachment 5). This request will align the availability of funding for this purpose with the
encumbrance and liquidation periods specified in Item 2660-108-3290, the related item for the
Department of Transportation.

Department of Conservation, Agricultural Land Preservation (Props 40 and 84)—It is
requested that Item 3480-101-6029 be added in the amount of $1,142,000 with provisional
language to make the funds available for encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2022. It is
also requested that ltem 3480-101-6051 be increased by $180,000. These amounts will be
used to support projects for agricultural land preservation (see Attachment 6).

Department of Forestry and Fire Protection, Deferred Maintenance Provisional Language
Technical Correction—It is requested that ltem 3540-001-0001 be amended to add provisional
language to extend the encumbrance period to June 30, 2022, for $6 million proposed in the
Governor’s Budget for deferred maintenance projects (see Attachment 7). This provisional
language is consistent with the language that was included for other departments requesting
one-time funding in fiscal year 2019-20 for deferred maintenance projects.
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Department of Forestry and Fire Protection, Wildfire Prevention and Recovery Legislative
Package (SB 901): Prescribed Fire Crew Program Realignment—It is requested that

item 3540-003-3228 be amended by shifting $35 million to support prescribed fire crews
pursuant to Chapter 626, Statutes of 2018 (SB 901), from Program 2465-Fire Protection to
Program 2470-Resource Management, to correct a technical coding error (see Attachment 8).

Department of Fish and Wildlife, Bay-Delta and Coastal Fisheries Restoration Projects,
Reversion and New Appropriation—It is requested that ltem 3600-001-6051 be increased

by $9,211,000 and Item 3600-495 be added to revert $9,211,000 previously appropriated for
Bay-Delta and Coastal Fisheries Restoration projects (see Attachment 9). This reversion and
appropriation will enable the Department of Fish and Wildlife to continue supporting the
Ecosystem Restoration Program and Bay-Delta Natural Community Conservation Plan focusing
on fish passage and habitat restoration issues and projects.

Department of Fish and Wildlife, Extension of Liquidation—It is requested that

Item 3600-490 be added to extend the liquidation period to June 30, 2020, for support of various
items for the Department of Fish and Wildlife to enable the Department to accurately allocate
2016-17 expenditures to the appropriate funds (see Attachment 10).

Wildlife Conservation Board, Midpeninsula Regional Open Space District Local
Assistance Grants, Reappropriation—It is requested that ltem 3640-492 be added

to reappropriate $10 million with funding available for encumbrance or expenditure until
June 30, 2021, for a local assistance grant authorized in Item 3640-101-0001, Budget Act
of 2018. These grant funds will support the Midpeninsula Regional Open Space District
acquisition of specified lands from the San Jose Water Company (see Attachment 11).

Department of Parks and Recreation, Proposition 12 Statewide Bond Costs—It is
requested that Item 3790-001-0005 be increased by $52,000 to provide continued funding for
statewide bond management costs associated with the administration of Proposition 12.

Department of Parks and Recreation, Reappropriations—It is requested that

Item 3790-490 be added to reappropriate funds from various support appropriations from prior
years with funding available for encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2021, to allow
additional time for project implementation (see Attachment 12).

Santa Monica Mountains Conservancy, Local Assistance Grants—It is requested that

Item 3810-101-0941 be added in the amount of $200,000 for grants to cities, counties, and
recreation and park districts for purposes consistent with Public Resources Code section 33204.
It is also requested that provisional language be added to make the funds available for
encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2022 (see Attachment 13).

San Gabriel and Lower Los Angeles Rivers and Mountains Conservancy, Extension of
Liquidation, Reversions, and New Appropriations of Propositions 1, 50, and 84—lt is
requested that Item 3825-101-6031 be increased by $130,000, ltem 3825-101-6051 be added
in the amount of $1,476,000 with provisional language to make the funds available for
encumbrance or expenditure until June 30, 2022 (see Attachment 14), and ltem 3825-101-6083
be increased by $2 million. It is also requested that Item 3825-490 be added to extend the
liquidation period to June 30, 2021, for up to $737,000 from ltem 3825-301-6051, Budget Act of
2011 (see Attachment 15). Itis also requested that Item 3825-495 be added to revert
unexpended bond funds from various items to prevent over-allocation of bond funds and provide
new appropriations (see Attachment 16).



Department of Water Resources, Technical Adjustments—It is requested that

Item 3860-001-6031 be decreased by $1,000, Item 3860-001-6051 be decreased by $40,000,
Item 3860-001-6088 be decreased by $12,000 with a conforming amendment to the provisional
language (see Attachment 17), and ltem 3860-101-6051 be decreased by $840,000. These
reductions are needed to prevent over-allocation of bond funds and provide sufficient authority
for new appropriations.

Department of Water Resources, Reappropriations—It is requested that Item 3860-490 be
added to reappropriate funds from various support, local assistance, and capital outlay
appropriations from prior years with funding available for encumbrance or expenditure until
June 30, 2022 (see Attachment 18). A number of water-related programs have been delayed
for various reasons including extended contracting processes or redirection of resources due to
other priority projects. The reappropriations will provide additional time for these projects to be
completed.

Department of Water Resources, Extensions of Liquidation—It is requested that

Item 3860-494 be added to extend the liquidation period to June 30, 2022, for support and
local assistance projects previously encumbered under various appropriations in prior years
(see Attachment 19). This extension will provide additional time for final accounting and
payments to be made on completed, or soon to be completed, projects.

Department of Water Resources, Reversions—It is requested that Item 3860-495 be added
to revert unexpended bond funds from various water-related programs and projects to prevent
over-allocation of bond funds and provide for new appropriations (see Attachment 20).

Sacramento-San Joaquin Delta Conservancy, Reappropriation and Reversions—It is
requested that Item 3875-490 be added to reappropriate funds from ltem 3875-001-0140,
Budget Act of 2018 to continue work on an office space expansion (see Attachment 21). Itis
also requested that Item 3875-495 be added to revert unexpended Proposition 1 funds to
prevent over-allocation of bond funds and better align appropriation authority with expected
expenditures (see Attachment 22).

The effect of my requested action is reflected on the attachment.

Conservation and Development Commission

Energy Resources Programs Account (ERPA) Structural Deficit Relief—The Energy
Resources and Development Commission proposes reducing some expenditures and shifting
other expenditures to different funds to address the structural deficit in ERPA. ERPA is the
primary funding source for the Commission and receives revenue from a surcharge on
statewide electricity consumption. The Commission administers a variety of statewide energy
programs, such as appliance and building energy efficiency and renewable self-generation of
electricity, both of which are critical in implementing California's aggressive climate change
policies. Since the Commission's programs have been successful in decreasing energy
consumption and increasing generation of off-grid electricity, revenues generated by the ERPA
surcharge have leveled off and are projected to decrease over time. Meanwhile, increasing
program demands on the Commission, including the California Clean Energy Jobs Act
(Proposition 39), Building Energy Benchmarking Program (Chapter 590, Statutes of 2015), and
Comprehensive Energy Efficiency Program for Existing Buildings (Chapter 470, Statutes

of 2009), have increased the Commission’s workload, with expenditures now exceeding
revenues. To keep ERPA solvent and continue funding these important programs, the
Commission proposes to convert a portion of ERPA and Renewable Resource Trust

Fund (RRTF) expenditures to other appropriate funding sources. RRTF supports California's
renewables portfolio standard, but its revenue source expired in 2012. When the ongoing
renewable portfolio standard program depletes RRTF funding, these program costs will likely
convert to ERPA.

It is requested that the following items be amended as follows:

e |tem 3360-001-0382 be decreased by $1,718,000 and 10 positions, and reimbursements
increased by $1,211,000 and 8 positions

e |tem 3360-001-0462 be added in the amount of $2,044,000 and 14 positions

e |tem 3360-001-0465 be decreased by $8,468,000 and 53 positions, and reimbursements
be increased by $70,000

e |tem 3360-001-3117 be increased by $1,650,000 and 11 positions

e |tem 3360-001-3205 be increased by $1,050,000 and 7 positions



This results in an overall net decrease of $8,468,000 and 53 positions.

o Shift the Conservancy’s existing reimbursement authority from the ELPF to the Conservancy
Fund, which will reduce administrative workload associated with the current reimbursement
structure.

¢ Increase reimbursement authority consistent with recently-executed grant agreements.

e Authorize a one-time transfer of $1,450,000 from the ELPF to the Conservancy Fund to
provide an adequate balance to support the cash flow needs associated with making upfront
payments and awaiting grant reimbursements.

Additionally, provisional language is requested to enable the Conservancy to encumber or
expend the funding appropriated in Item 3855-001-8120 for support or local assistance. This
will provide the Conservancy with the flexibility to determine the types of projects that will be
funded each fiscal year, which will be subject to the: (1) requirements of new and existing grant
agreements, (2) variability in the seasonal conditions that dictate the window of time in which
projects can be completed, and (3) partner entities that will be involved in completion of each
project.
